SUBJ: DEMONSTRATION AT U.S. EMBASSY JANUARY 9, 1974 

1. AT 7:30 P.M. SOME THIRTY STUDENT MARCHERS ARRIVED 

AT THE MAIN ENTRANCE OF THE EMBASSY AND FORMED A LINE TO PREVENT 
OTHER STUDENTS FROM ENTERING THE EMBASSY GROUNDS. BY 8:30 P.M. 

THE CROWD OF STUDENTS AND ONLOOKERS HAD REACHED APPROXIMATELY 3,000. 

2. THE DEMONSTRATORS WERE ORDERLY AND WELL ORGANIZED. THEIR 
LEADERS MADE SPECIAL APPEALS FOR THEM NOT TO BREAK ANY LAWS 

OR DESTROY PROPERTY. THERE WERE SOUND TRUCKS. THIRAYUDH BOONMEE 
AND SAOWANEE LIMMANOND WERE THE PRINCIPLE SPEAKERS OF NOTE. 

THEY SPOKE ABOUT BOTH JAPANESE ECONOMIC INTERFERENCE IN THAILAND 
AND CIA POLICIAL INTERFERENCE. THEY EMPHASIZED THAT THE ECONOMY 
AND POLITICAL SYSTEM OF THAILAND BELONG TO THE THAI PEOPLE AND ARE 
NOT TO BE SUBVERTED BY OUTSIDERS BE THEY JAPANESE BUSINESSMEN 
OR AMERICAN CIA AGENTS. THEY PRESENTED NO PETITIONS BUT DID 
DEMAND THAT BOTH THE CIA AND AMBASSADOR KINTNER LEAVE THE 
COUNTRY. THEY ANNOUNCED THAT THEY INTEND TO SEND A CABLE TO THE 
U.S. CONGRESS ASKING FOR THE AMBASSADOR S RECALL. THEY SANG 
SONGS REFERRING TO AND RIDICULING CIA "INTERFERENCE" IN 
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3. THE DEMONSTRATION BROKE UP AT 9:30 P.M. AFTER SAOWANEE 
ANNOUNCED THAT PM SANYA WOULD MEET WITH THEM JANUARY 10 AT NOON 
TO GIVE THEM HIS DECISION ON THE CIA AND ITS FUTURE IN THAILAND. 

THE STUDENTS AT THIS POINT HAVE NO PLANS TO RETURN UNLESS SANYA'S 
DECISION STRIKES THEM AS UNACCEPTABLE. 

4. DESPITE THE SIZE OF THE DEMONSTRATION, THE STUDENTS REMAINED 
POLITE THROUGHOUT THEIR STAY. WE OFFERED THEM WATER, WHICH THEY 
WILLINGLY ACCEPTED. THE THAI POLICE WERE ON HAND, AND THE 
STUDENT LEADERSHIP DEFERRED TO THE POLICE. 

5. COMMENT: AN EMBASSY OFFICER WHO TALKED WITH THEM FOUND THEM 
REASONABLE. SEVERAL ARGUED FOR CON* NUED AMERICAN COOPERATION 
WITH THAILAND BUT ONLY WHEN THE THAI T**E THE INITIATIVE IN SEEKING 
ASSISTANCE. WE HAVE NO QUARREL WITH THIS REASONING.
